vitamin 
C,

tion specialists at Texas

University. 
Vitamin C is a very neces­ 
sary vitamin for the growth and 
well-being of young 
bodies 
as 
well as old. A moderate lack 
of vitamin C can cause stunted 
growth, restlessness and irrita­ 
bility in young children. 
Other symptoms of vitamin C 
deficiencies 
w h i c h 
may 
be 
found in both children 
and 
a- 
dults are hemmorrhages 
under 
the skin which are tiny burst 
blood vessels, stiffness and sore­ 
ness of j o i n t s , 
swollen 
and 
bleeding gums and loose teeth. 
Sometimes hemmorrhages 
u n - 
der the skin show 
up 
among 
older persons who complain of 
poor appetites. 
Since vitamin C is not stored 
by the body for future use, it 
should be included in the daily 
diet. Some vitamin C-rich foods 
are oranges, grapefruit, 
tange- 
T i n e s , tomatoes, strawberries 
and bell 
peppers. 
Foods 
that 
contain lesser amounls of Vita­ 
min C are greens, cabbage, po­ 
tatoes and sweet potatoes.
